DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to an information storage medium for use in a 
recording and/or reproducing apparatus and an apparatus for reproducing motion 
picture data for different angles corresponding to a motion picture. Each independent 
claim identifies the uniquely distinct features " information on whether each of the entry 
points is an angle change point through which the motion picture is reproduced by the 
apparatus from one angle to another angle " The closest prior arts, Kikuchi et al. 
(5,870,523) and Nakai et al. (5,999,698) disclose the conventional information storage 
medium for use in a recording and/or reproducing apparatus and apparatus for 
reproducing motion picture data for different angles corresponding to a motion picture, 
either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underlined 
limitations obvious.
